Three-time AMA Grand National 
Champion Bubba Shobert’s injur- 
ies from his post-U.S. GP accident 
at Laguna Seca on April 16 are 
continuing to improve, according 
to his father, Don. “‘Everything is 
going real good,” Don Shobert 
said on Monday, May 22. “Wayne 
and Shae Rainey were here for the 
weekend and he (Bubba) really 
opened up.” The elder Shobert 
reports that Bubba’s balance is 
improving and although he is now 
using a walker, doctors expect 
him to be off that in the next week. 
““His memory is coming back real 
quick. The doctors say there’s still 
50% swelling in the brain, so that 
means there’s still room for 
improvement. We’ve been having 
him home on the weekends and 
during the week he’s getting full 
days of therapy at the hospital.” 
Shobert is receiving occupational, 
computer, physical and speech 
therapy twice a day. “He's not 
well yet, but he’s coming along 
real good.” Don Shobert said. 


On May 16, Senator John H. Chaffee 
(R-Rhode Island) introduced a bill, 
$1007, which would require states to 
pass motorcycle helmet laws for all 
riders and seat belt laws for all drivers 
or lose up to 10% of their federal 
highway construction funds. The 
helmet provisions of the bill are 
similar to the Highway Safety Act 
of 1966 that forced states to adopt 
the first mandatory helmet laws. 
Chafee, the ranking minority 
member of the U.S. Senate’s Com- 
mittee on Environment and Public 
Works, has also included a small 
grant incentive in the bill to encour- 
age states to implement and enforce 
the measure. However, the legisla- 
tion does not jeopardize highway 
safety dollars and Section 402 money. 
Thirteen years ago, motorcyclists 
overcame this type of legislation by 
supporting an amendment to the 
Federal Aid Highway Act of 1975 to 
prohibit the federal government 
from withholding construction 
funds from states that fail to enact 
helmet laws. Motorcyclists are 
encouraged to write their U.S. Sena- 
tors and Senator Chafee to express 
their views. Concerned riders should 
write to: The Honorable John H.

The Cameli Pro Series half mile 
round scheduled for July 15 at 
West Virginia Motor Speedway in 
Parkersburg has been canceled. 
The facility is for sale and racing 
is suspended for the season. 
Replacing the Parkersburg event 
on the Camel Pro schedule is the 
Albuquerque Mile. “The 
Enchanted Mile” will take place 
in New Mexico's largest city on 
August 6 and will be promoted by 
Agajanian Enterprises, promoters 
of the Ascot Half Mile and Sacra- 
mento Mile Nationals. Coinciden- 
tally, the last time the Albu- 
querque Mile ran was 1976 and 
the fast qualifier at that event was 
Gene Romero, who now works for 
Agajanian Enterprises. Jay 
Springsteen won the "76 Albu- 
querque Mile and the points he 
earned there helped him win the 
first of his three Grand National 
Championship titles. Besides 
Springsteen, current riders Steve 
Eklund and Steve Morehead com- 
peted in the event.The 1989 
Albuquerque Mile will carry a

Parker finally wins 
San Jose Mile

SAN JOSE, CA, MAY 21 


Team Harley-Davidson’s Scott Parker 
finally broke his Santa Clara County 
Fairgrounds jinx with a convincing win at 
the 34th running of the legendary San 


Jose Mile. 

Parker has finished second 
at San Jose no less than seven 
times, has been in the winner’s 


circle a record nine times, and has 
finished in the top 10 a total of 17 
times, but until the checkered flag 
fell in Sunday afternoon’s feature 
race he had never tasted victory on 
San Jose’s famed one-mile oval. 

“I finally pulled this thing off!” 
the Team Harley rider shouted from 
the winner’s circle. “I would have 
liked to have stayed close to those 
guys and made it a great race, 
but . . . the hell with that! 

“So much for the San Jose Mile 
jinx,” Parker said with a smile. “It 
feels good. It feels real good.” 

The victory marked Parker’s 12th 
career mile win, his 22nd career 
National victory, and his second 
National win of 1989. It was also the 


58th career National win for Parker’s. 


tuner, Bill Werner. 

Parker suffered a terrible start, but 
worked his way into first place by 
lap four and never looked back. 

The Team Harley rider crossed the 
finish line two seconds ahead of a 
furious battle for second place that 


- saw Ascot Half Mile winner Doug 


Chandler, Parker’s Harley-Davidson 
teammate Chris Carr and Sponseller 
Racing’s. Steve Morehead swap the 





runner-up spot several times a lap 
for the full 25 laps. 

Chandler prevailed, leaving Carr 
to settle for third and Morehead to 
be happy with fourth. 

“We held each other up in the 
corners, and Scotty just kept inching 
away from us,”’ Chandler said. 

“You had to tip-toe through turns 
three and four,” Carr said, describing 
less-than-prime racing conditions. 
“They were extremely slippery. 
There was good traction coming out 
of turn two.” 

“It was hard to draft because the 
wind was so strong,” added Carr, 
“Coming off of turn two was like 
hitting a wall. And going into turn 
three it would almost knock you off 
your motorcycle. There was a lot of 
turbulence out there.” 

For the first 10 laps, three-time 
Grand National Champion Jay 
Springsteen was in the thick of the 
battle for second, but then slowed on 
lap 11 and-was forced to drop out 
on lap 15 when his Bartels’ Harley- 
Davidson suffered ignition 
problems. 

“Sometimes it would run on two 
cylinders and sometimes it would 
run on one,” Springer said. “When 
I saw I was in last place, I figured 
it was time to pull in.” 

It was quite a payday for Parker, 
who claimed his first San Jose Mile 











win before 16,000 enthusiastic fans. 
Parker earned $5750 for winning the 
main event, collected $320 in lap 
money, and reportedly received two 
$5000 bonuses for winning the race, 
one from Harley Davidson and one 
from Bell Helmets. 

Chandler collected $3817 for plac- 
ing second, while Carr pocketed 
$2485 for finishing third. 

Carr padded his bank account by 
another $10,000 when he won the 
five-lap Camel Challenge sprint race 
for the top six qualifiers. Morehead 
earned $2500 in the Challenge race 
by riding his Sponseller Honda to 
second, and Texan Terry Poovey 
collected $2000 with a third-place 
finish. 

The win moved Parker from sixth 
to fourth in the Camel Pro Series 
point standings. Carr still leads the 
standings with 49 points, followed 
by Chandler (46), Terry Poovey (43), 
Parker (42) and Ricky Graham (35). 


Time Trials 


Only 39 Expert riders were on 
hand for the 48-rider program. The 
low turnout ensured every rider who 
completed time trials a starting-grid 
spot in one of four 10-lap Expert heat 
races. 

Chandler powered his Hank Scott- 
tuned SuperTrapp/D&S Racing/ 
Arai/RK/Nankai Honda into the 
top qualifying position with a 36.77- 
second clocking. He was the only 
rider to break into the 36-second 
bracket, but his time was more than 
one-half second off the pace of two- 
time Grand National Champion 
Ricky Graham's 36.196 record, set in 
1982. : 

Rounding out the heat race pole- 
sitters were Carr, who stop the 
clock at 37.329, Morehead, who had 
a 37.333 showing, and Poovey, who 
posted a 37.338 time. Springsteen 
was fifth fastest at 37.364, and 
Ronnie Jones filled out the Camel 
Challenge field with a 37.364 
clocking. 

Former Grand National Cham- 
pion Steve Eklund was seventh 
fastest with a 37.398 lap, Parker 
wound up eighth fastest with a 
37.473 time after waving off a faster , 
37.38, Sponseller Racing’s Dan 


Ingram was ninth with a 37,629 - 








CLOCKITNS, ala Privateer SCOU r Carson 
was 10th fastest with a 37.736 circuit. 


Heats 


Ingram nailed the holeshot in the 
first 10-lap Expert heat race, but 
Chandler bumped him to second 
coming out of turn two and Parker 
dropped him to third entering turn 
three. Chandler led the race at the 
end of the first lap, but by the end 
of lap two Ingram was back in the 
lead with Chandler, Parker and the 
newest member of the Harley- 
Davidson team, Michigan’s Kevin 
Atherton, in tow. 

The four riders argued over first 
for the rest of the race, swapping 
positions constantly. Ingram led laps 
two through five, and Chandler held 
the edge on laps six through nine. 
It was Harley-Davidson/Bell/Tsu- 
baki/H.O.G./ITT/AIW-sponsored 
Parker, however, who led when it 
counted. 

Chandler powered off turn four of 
the last lap with Parker right on his 
tail. Harley’s defending Grand 
National Champion used the sling- 
shot to draft by Chandler just as the 
checkers fell. Atherton took third, 
and with it the last direct transfer 
to the main event, leaving Ingram 
in fourth, holding a one-way ticket 
to the first semi. 

California’s Sal Hoffman was first 
off the line in the second heat race. 
Hoffman was passed by Carr almost 
immediately, and the race for the top 
spot was over. Once out front, Carr 
motored away, stretching his lead lap 
after lap. At the halfway point he 
led the contest by 1.58 seconds, and 
when he finished the race he was 
more than three seconds in front of 
runner-up Eklund. 

Pearson finished third after hold- 
ing down the show position from lap 
two until the end. North Carolina’s 
Will Davis challenged Pearson sev- 
eral times, but the California rider 
tenaciously held onto the last 
transfer spot. Davis had to be satis- 
fied with fourth, and a trip to the 
first semi. Hoffman faded to eighth. 

Maryland’s Rodney Farris on the 
Ed Adrias-tuned Harley led heat 
three off the line, followed by Jones, 
Graham, Morehead and Californian 
Keith Day. Jones drafted by Farris 
on the backstraight on lap one, and 
George Roeder II of Ohio shuffled 
the pack a bit more on lap two when 
he moved around Graham with an 
outside move in turn two to take over 
fifth. 

For the next few laps Farris’ 
Harley would hook up coming out 
of turn two and he would power past 
leader Jones, but the Garvis Honda 
rider would re-pass Farris with a 
backstraight draft going into turn 
three. 

At the midway point, Morehead, 
aboard a Skip Eaken-tuned, Spon- 
seller/KK/John Dragoo/Indy Fuels/ 
Bell-sponsored Honda, drafted by 
Farris on the backstraight, and set 
out after leader Jones. Morehead 
caught Jones on lap seven, and got 
around the Oklahoman with a high, 
outside pass in turns one and two. 
On lap eight, however, Farris passed 
them both, and Day moved up from 
fourth to join the fray. 

On lap nine, Jones was in front 
going down the backstraight, but the 
three riders behind him sailed by as 
the leading quartet entered turn 
three. Farris, Morehead and Day 
exited turn four side-by-side, with 
Jones in tow. On the final go-round, 
it was Morehead who held the edge 
at the checkers, followed by Day, 
Farris and Jones, Graham finished 
fifth and Roeder took sixth. 

Heat four was a hell-bent battle 
between Poovey and Springsteen, 
with Illinois rider Tim Mertens 
watching from third for most of the 

ce.

Springsteen got the holeshot, but 
Poovey soon dropped him to second 
by stuffing under Springsteen in turn 
three. On the next circuit, Mertens 
went from third to first by getting 
around both Springsteen and Poovey 
with a daring turn-three pass. 

When the smoke cleared on lap 
three, however, Poovey was back in 
front, Springsteen was houndin 
him from second and Mertens ha 
slipped to third. Michigan’s Spring- 
steen and Poovey swapped the top 
spot for the rest of the race, and it 
was Texan Poovey who held a 
narrow edge on the final go-around. 
Texan Willie McCoy took fourth, 
and Ohio’s Don Estep finished fifth. 


Semis 

California’s Bobby McDowell led 
the first 10-lap, Expert semi for most 
of the race, but it was Ingram, who 
took the win. 

McDowell was third off the line, 
behind Davis and Charlie Orr, and 
by lap three he had. worked his way 
into the lead. Ingram rode the wheels 
off his Sponseller Honda after com- 
ing off the line in seventh place. By 
lap six, Ingram had moved to fourth, 
and on lap seven he worked his way 
around second-place Pete Hames 
and was knocking on McDowell’s 
door. 

The duo swapped the lead for the 
rest of the race with Ingram leading 
at the flag. McDowell took second, 
and with it the final transfer to the 
feature race. Davis finished third 
after bumping Hames to fourth on 
vad last lap. Orr rounded out the top 

ive. 

After a race-long battle for the lead, 
Graham nipped Jones by inches to 
win the second Expert semi. The two 
shuffled back-and-fourth for the full 
10 laps, trading the top spot on 
almost every circuit. Roeder briefly 
joined the battle near the end of the 
race, but had to settle for third and 
a trip to the LCQ. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

It was “Wild Will’ Davis who 
nabbed the holeshot in the Last 
Chance Qualifier, followed by 
Roeder, Don Estep and Staab Rac- 
ing’s Bryan Villella. 

On lap three Villella took third 
from Roeder, then the youngster 
from Michigan powered out of turn 
two on lap four to pass both Estep 
and Davis. The last ticket to the 
National had Villella’s name on it. 
Once in the lead, he was never 
headed. Estep settled for second, 
Davis took third, Hames held down 
fourth and Roeder finished fifth. 


Camel Challenge 
The Camel Challenge was a five- 








lap brawl between Carr, Morehead, 
Poovey and Springsteen. 

Morehead was the first rider to 
power out of the hole when the 
starting light turned green, followed 
by Carr, Jones, Springsteen, Poovey 
and Chandler. 

Carr was in the lead at the end of 
lap one, followed closely by Spring- 
steen, Poovey, Morehead, Jones and 
fast-qualifier Chandler, who, ironi- 
cally, spent most of the race in last 
place. The six riders formed a tightly 
knit clump which left little margin 
for error. 

Springsteen led laps two and three, 
while Carr and Morehead traded 
second. On lap four, Springsteen 
suddenly found himself dropped to 
fourth. Carr just as suddenly was 
back in front, with Morehead in 
second and Poovey running third. 

Morehead took the lead on: the 
final lap, but Carr set up the “Find- 
lay Flyer” with a perfect draft 
coming out of turn four and powered 
his Harley-Davidson/Hap Jones/ 
Tsubaki/Takai/Alpine Stars/ 
Sunoco/Works Performance/White 
Bros.-sponsored Harley-Davidson to 
victory. 

Morehead had to settle for second, 
Poovey took third, Springsteen 
finished fourth, Chandler wound up 
fifth, and Jones brought up the rear 
in sixth. 

“I knew second was the spot to be 
in on the last lap and I got a perfect 
draft,” Carr said. “It worked like 
clockwork. I knew Steve would be 
hard to pass. Morehead’s sneaky.” 


Carr won the Camel Challenge on 
his back-up bike. His number one 
ride had seized a cylinder earlier in 
the day during practice. 

When asked how many Camel 
Challenge races he has won in his 
career, Carr answered, “Seven. Not 
bad for a punk, huh?” 


Junior Final 

Audie Huff, Jr., of Peoria, Illinois, 
dominated the Junior main event 
aboard a Wood-Rotax sponsored by 
Grayboy Kawasaki/Gardner Rac- 
ing/Spectro/Bell/Snap-On Tools/ 
John Beare Ford. 

Huff took the lead on lap two, had 
a brief tussle with fast qualifier/heat 
one winner Larry Pegram, then 
powered away on lap five and never 
looked back. 

In the early going, Ohio’s Pegram 
and heat two winner Mike Hale of 
Texas argued over second, but 
Hawaii’s Kris Kiser rendered the 
argument academic on lap five when 
he claimed second for good. Califor- 
nian Steven Raymond settled into 
third during the last half of the race, 
leaving Pegram to finish fourth and

National 

Morehead led the 17-rider pack 
into turn one at the start of the 25- 
lap National main event. Parker, 
who admitted he had been caught 
“sleeping at the line,” came out of 
turn two about 10th and decided to 
let traffic sort itself out. 

“The first few laps, everybody was 
going nuts,” Parker said. “I just set 
myself into a mode and waited till 
everything worked itself out, then I 
went for the lead.” 

At the end of the initial go-round, 
Morehead held the edge, and was 
setting the pace for Carr, Chandler, 
Eklund, Springsteen and Parker. 


The fast, furious swapping at the : 


front of the pack saw Morehead drop 
to fifth by the second lap. Chandler 
had taken over the lead, followed by 
Carr, Parker and Springsteen. 
Ingram was running sixth, Eklund 
was seventh and Mertens held down 
eighth. 

Carr claimed the lead briefly on 
lap three, but Parker took over on 
lap four and never looked back. The 
National champ was on his way to 
his first-ever victory at San Jose. He 
began to pull away from the pack. 

Carr settled into defending second 
place from Chandler, Springsteen 
and Morehead. The hard-charging 
trio was pushing Carr in every 
corner. 

Ingram followed in a lonely sixth, 
and farther back in the pack seventh- 
place Poovey was fielding challenges 
from Eklund, Mertens and Farris. 

Parker turned a 37.28 circuit on 
lap six, and by lap eight, he held 
a one-second edge on second- 
running Carr. On lap 10, Spring- 
steen faded from the hotly contested 
second-place battle with ignition 
ills. 

Parker clocked a 37.24-second time 
on lap 12, and was still pulling away 
from the field. Morehead held the 
edge over Carr and Chandler in the 
war for second, and Farris had moved 
into sixth. 

By lap 15, Chandler and Morehead 
were savagely swapping over second 
place to 1.9 seconds. A three-rider 
battle for fifth had developed 
between Ingram, Poovey and Farris. 

Five laps later it was much the 
same story. Parker was out front, 
Carr had moved into second place, 
but Chandler and Morehead were 
still right on his rear fender, and 











Eklund had joined the battle for 
fifth, which featured Poovey setting 
the pace for Farris and Ingram. 

By lap 22 both Chandler and 
Morehead had passed Carr, Parker 
had stretched his lead to 2.81 seconds, 
and Poovey still led Farris, Ingram 
and Eklund in the battle for fifth. 

Parker slowed slightly in the 
closing laps. His edge shrank to 2.21 
seconds on the white flag lap, and 
when he took the checkers his 
margin of victory was 1.95 seconds. 
Parker’s winning time for the 25-lap 
main event was 15 minutes, 39.95 
seconds, well off Bubba Shobert’s 
record pace of 15:30.297, set in 
September, 1987. 

Chandler held on to win the battle 
for second, but Carr managed to nip 
Morehead for third. The fight for 
fifth went to Farris, who edged 
Poovey, Eklund and Ingram. 

Atherton finished ninth, followed 
by Mertens, Day, Graham, Pearson, 
McDowell and Springsteen. Villella, 
who dropped out early when some- 
thing broke in the valve train” was 
credited with 16th. Jones, who also 
left the race early with undisclosed 
mechanical problems, finished 17th. 

“I ran it up top and the thing 
worked perfect,” said Parker, who 
had used his trademark high line for 
most of the race. “The bike worked 
superb.” 

“I couldn’t accelerate off the 
corners once I got hooked up,” said 
Chandler. “They could draft me so 
much easier than I could draft them. 
We know the bike was leaking oil,» 
but we don’t know where. It was 
throwing oil all day long. But it 
wasn’t that big a deal.” 

“It was a good, hard race,” said 
Morehead. ““The motorcycle was 
perfect. I just came up short. It was 
a battle and I just flat got beat.” @

Ward, Stanton stir 
up Southwick wins

SOUTHWICK, MA, MAY. 21 


Honda teammates Larry Ward and Jeff 
Stanton survived a wild day at the famed 
Motocross 338 track, which is more com- 
monly known as Southwick. Ward captured 


the 125cc class overall victory 
via 1-3 moto finishes, while 
Stanton swept both motos for 
the 250cc class laurels. 

For Ward it was his first National 
win, and one that he will probably 
never forget. 

“T can’t believe it,” said Ward who 
hails from Washington State. 
“Finally. I can’t wait until my mom 
hears about this one. She’s not here, 
and, boy, did she miss out. Normally 
she comes to the races, but this time 
she couldn’t get away from home.” 

Honda-mounted privateer Donny 
Schmit combined 2-6 finishes to grab 
second overall in the 125cc division, 
while defending champ George 
Holland carded 10-1 finishes for 
third overall. Honda’s Guy Cooper 
was fourth and Yamaha’s Mike 
LaRocco rounded out’ the top five 
overall. 

Ward’s win also moved him from 
eighth in the 125cc Series point 
standings to seventh. However, 
Ward’s climb up the ladder wasn’t 
the only change among the top 10. 
Honda’s Mike Kiedrowski more than 
quadrupled his series point lead to 
14 points with 4-8 moto finishes 
which earned him sixth overall, and 
Cooper stole second away from 
Yamaha’s Damon Bradshaw. Brad-

shaw ran up front in both motos but 
suffered from crashes and was slowed 
by an injury sustained earlier in the 
week. Bradshaw’s misfortune helped 
last year’s number one plate holder, 
George Holland, to reel in the 
Yamaha rider in the points stand- 
ings, where he currently has 137 
points to Bradshaw’s 138. 

In the 250cc class, Suzuki’s Bob 
Hannah rode his final race at the 
Southwick facility. Hannah chased 
Stanton and Kawasaki’s. Ron 
Lechien across the finish line in 
moto one, but Hannah crashed hard 
in the final moto when he tangled 
with Jeff Ward as he tried to take 
the second place spot away from the 
Kawasaki rider. The crash put Han- 
nah out of the race. 

Up front, Stanton stayed in com- 
plete control and collected the win 
32 seconds ahead of Ward. 

“Tt feels great to win again,” said 
Stanton. “Everyone has been saying 
how I keep lucking into everything 
because Ricky’s (Johnson) hurt. 
Now every time I race I just want 
to go out there and kick some butt.” 

Ward collected second overall with 
his 6-2 moto finishes, with local rider 
John Dowd, who lives only 20 miles 
from the track, taking home a well- 
earned third overall with 4-5 plac- 
ings. Lechien picked up fourth

overall and Suzuki’s Ron Tichenor 
fifth. 

Larry Ward picked up $880 for his 
125cc class win, while Stanton 
earned $1000 in each 250cc moto win 
for a $2000 plus contingencies pay- 
day. Jeff Ward pocketed $860 and 
Dowd earned $650 plus a whopping 
$1500 contingency payout from 
Suzuki, plus other contingencies. 

The Southwick track was at its 
prime for the riders who competed 
in a pair of 30-minute plus two-lap 
motos. Many said the hilly, high- 
speed loamy course was smoother 
than in previous years. 


125cc 

In the first moto, Schmit blasted 
out of the gate to lead Larry Ward, 
Michael Craig, Bradshaw and Denny 
Stephenson at the start. As the riders 
exited the first turn area, Cooper and 
Holland both crashed in separate 
incidents. 

Ward began to chase down leader 
Schmit as Bradshaw shot past Craig 
for third. Less than half a lap after 
dropping to fourth, Craig pulled off 
the track with mechanical problems. 

“My mechanic did something to 
the carburetor before the moto, and 
a piece of rubber from the intake 
manifold fell down inside,” said 
Craig. “The bike just wouldn’t go, 
so I had to pull off.” 

“Mike (Craig) borrowed a bike 
from someone out here on the East 
Coast,” said Yamaha Team Manager 
Keith McCarty, “It was one of those 
last. minute deals he decided to do 
to save money.” 

Bradshaw pounded his way 
toward Schmit and Ward, who were 
two seconds ahead of the Yamaha 
rider. On the fourth lap Bradshaw 
managed to catch up with Ward, but 
couldn’t seem to find a line that 
would put him in second. 

While Ward held off charges from 
Bradshaw, Schmit managed to open 
up a three-second lead and stayed in 
control for the first half of the moto. 

Back in the pack, Suzuki’s Erik 
Kehoe was trying to make up for a 
less-than-desirable start. Kehoe gated 
in the middle of the pack, but soon 
worked his way into the top five. 






































Mike LaRocco was sixth ahead of 
Kiedrowski and Stephenson. 

Near the halfway point things 
really started to pick up. Bradshaw 
and Ward reeled in Schmit, and 
Bradshaw shot past both of the riders 
for the lead as Schmit was dropped 
to second with Ward holding down 
third. Ten seconds behind the lead- 
ers, LaRocco moved into fourth in 
front of Kiedrowski and Kehoe, as 
Cooper moved into seventh. 

On the 12th lap disaster struck 
Bradshaw. Earlier in the week the 
Yamaha rider had injured his hip 
while practicing, and he again 
banged that area of his body with 
less than 10 minutes to go. As 
Bradshaw slowly faded, Schmit 
regained the lead ahead of Ward, 
LaRocco, Kiedrowski and Cooper. 
With only a few laps remaining 
Ward quickened his pace and began 
pressuring Schmit for the lead. The 
two riders went at it for the 
remainder of the race with Ward 
edging out Schmit for the moto 
victory. LaRocco, Kiedrowski and 
Cooper rounded out the top five. 

Before the start of the final moto 
a sudden downpour of rain sent 
everyone searching for dry clothing. 
In an effort to give the riders a chance 
to gather the proper attire, officials 
elected to sit out the rain which lasted 
Jess than-halfan hour, = cmi 

In the second round a wet course 
didn’t seem to faze Ty Davis. The 
Suzuki rider rebounded from a ninth 
in the first moto to holeshot Craig, 
Holland, Schmit and Jimmy Gaddis. 
However, Craig quickly overpo- 
wered Davis, as did Holland and 
Schmit, and the trio proceeded to 
open up a small lead. Davis fell back 
to fourth ahead of Gaddis and Ward. 

On the fifth lap Schmit tempor- 
arily snuck around Holland, but 
soon. was forced to return to third. 
Back in fourth American Honda/ 
AXO/Smith/Bell/Showa/Dunlop/ 
Ohleen/Harry Thornton/Renthal/ 
D.I.D/Pro Circuit/AFAM/Twin 
Air-sponsored Ward dropped Davis 
to fourth and proceeded to catch the 
leaders. Ward was riding one of his 
best races of the season and it 
appeared that he didn’t want any-

thing to stand in the way of his first 
National win. 
At the halfway mark both Holland 
and Ward were able to push their 
. way around Schmit for second and 
third, respectively, forcing the 
Honda rider to settle into fourth. 
Soon after dropping back two posi- 
tions Schmit also fell prey to Cooper 
and Davis and ended up in sixth. 

In the last half of the race things 
again intensified. Craig, Holland 
and Ward waged a full-on, three- 
man war for the lead with Holland 
managing to squeeze by Craig for the 
win. Ward finished a solid third 
ahead of Cooper, Davis, Schmit, 
Kehoe, Kiedrowski and LaRocco. 


250cc 

In the first moto Jeff Ward put his 
Kawasaki into the early lead, trailed 
by Stanton, Danny Storbeck, Ron 
Lechien and John Dowd. Yamaha’s 
Doug Dubach, who’s known for his 
solid starts, tangled with another 
rider in the first turn and remained 
down on the track for five minutes 
before he was able to get up on his 
own power. 

While Dubach headed back to the 
pits before returning to the race in 
an attempt to try to salvage some 
points, Lechien shoved his way 
around Storbeck and began chal- 
lenging for the lead. Out front, 
Ward, Stanton and Lechien went at 
it for the first four laps until both 
Stanton and Lechien worked their 
way around Ward. Once into the 
lead, Stanton put a few seconds 
between himself and Lechien and set 
a fast pace. 

After a poor start, Hannah was on 
the gas and heading toward the 
leaders, On the sixth lap the veteran 
Suzuki rider moved into fifth behind 
Dowd where he stayed for nearly a 
half a dozen laps. Hannah couldn’t 
seem to find a way around the local 
rider, and the two battled side-by-side 
for several laps with Hannah bang- 
ing bars with Dowd on more than 
one occasion. 

On the 11th lap Hannah finally 
displaced Dowd and set off after 
Ward. Withina few minutes Hannah 
found his way around the Kawasaki 
rider as did Suzuki-mounted Dowd. 
From there on things calmed down 
and Stanton stretched his lead before 
collecting the checkers ahead of 
Lechien, Hannah, Dowd and Shaun 
Kalos. 

The initial start of the second moto 
brought out the red flag after Stan- 
ton’s gate didn’t drop on time. Ward 





had the lead over Dowd and Hannah 
when the riders were called back into 
the starting area. 

Once underway Ward again nailed 
the perfect start to lead Lechien, 
Hannah, Kurt McMillen, Stanton, 
Dowd and Ronnie Tichenor into the 
first turn. A light rain that hindered 
the second 125 moto let up and track 
conditions, according to Stanton, 
were “‘as good as it gets.” 

Back up front, Lechien soon 
hammered his way around Ward. 
Ward, who had complained of lower 
back problems in the first moto kept 
the pressure on Lechien, but had to 
deal with pressure from Hannah. 

On the third lap things really 
started to get wild. Ward and Han- 
nah pulled within a few bike lengths 
of Lechien, and Hannah seemed 
eager to take over the lead. Unfor- 
tunately for Hannah he may have 
been too eager. A short time after 
catching the lead pair, Hannah tried 
to pass Ward at the end of a high- 
speed straight and went over the bars. 

“I had this line down that 
straight,” said Hannah, ‘‘and I 
thought I was going to be able to 
pass him. We headed towards this 
jump. near the end, together, and my 
bike hit his. I wasn’t on the ground, 
so I couldn’t brake. I thought I took 
him out also. He was so sideways. 
I’m almost waiting for him to come 
over and punch me out,” he added 
jokingly. 

“I thought I did it,” said Ward 
referring to Hannah’s get-off. “Actu- 
ally I thought I should be the one 
to apologize, he’s the one who ended 
up with the short end of the stick.” 

However, as Hannah and his bike 
bounced on the ground, Stanton 
almost went down as well. 

“Hannah’s bike was coming at 
me,” said the Honda rider, “and 
there was nothing I could do. I ran 
over his wheels, but I was able to 
pull away from it.” 

With Hannah out of the picture, 
Stanton was in third ahead of 
Johnny O’Mara, Micky Dymond, 
Tichenor and Dowd. Stanton was on 
the move and passed Ward a lap after 
the Hannah incident, then moved in 
and passed Lechien and proceeded 
to open up a 20-second lead. Lechien 
soon dropped back behind Ward a 
short time after losing the lead. 

“My back’s been bothering me the 
whole day,” said Ward, “And in the 
rough sand, it’s just too much. It 
hasn’t been a very good day.” 

Back in the pack a three-way battle 
for third was starting to shape up

-mong Dymond, O’Mara and 


Lechien. The two riders began 
challenging Lechien for several laps 
before the Kawasaki rider fell back 
to 10th. A few laps later O’Mara ran 
into problems when his clutch let 
loose. 

‘Tm not sure what happened,” 
said O’Mara. “Everything was fine 
until I came around this one turn 
and it just gave out. The lever felt 
as hard as a Harley (Davidson) to 
pull in, and the bike wouldn’t go.” 

With O’Mara and Lechien absent 
from the top five, Tichenor moved 
into fourth ahead of Dowd. Positions 
stayed the same until the checkers 
where Stanton collected an easy win 
over Ward, Dymond, Tichenor, 
Dowd, Kalos and Dubach. e

Chili wins his first GP 
in Italian fiasco

Sunday’s Italian Grand Prix, won after two 
false starts and a mass works-rider boycott 
by strike-breaking Pier-Francesco Chili and 
his HB Honda, was a triumph for rider 


power... but a travesty for 
the professionalism of GP 
racing. 

Initially delayed for an hour 
by the riders, when light rain wet 
the notoriously slippery Misano 
circuit, the race eventually began in 
the dry, but amid the ominous 
rumbling of thunder. Then after four 
laps rain spots began again, and with 
one accord the entire field slowed and 
pulled into the pits, pelted on the 
way with bottles and cans by angry 
Italian fans. 

The first leg, narrowly led by 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ Wayne 
Rainey from Pepsi-Suzuki’s Kevin 
Schwantz and Frenchman Christian 
Sarron on the Gauloises Yamaha 
counted towards the final results, but 
when the field assembled again, in 
steady rain, it was without all the 
works riders except for Chili. There 
were just 13 on the grid, while the 
arguments continued late into the 
stormy night in the pits and the 
motorhomes in the paddock. 

Poor Chili, racing at home, had 
tried to please his team and the fans 
instead of the other riders, but ended 
up pleasing no-one — for most of 
the by now sodden 75,000 spectators 
left in disgust. Already they had been 
kept waiting for two hours, and had 
slow-clapped the officials and booed 
the riders throughout the long 
afternoon. This semblance of a race, 
with Chili holding Michael Rudroff 
(Honda NS) at bay, and the depleted 
field straggling behind, was no 
compensation for their legitimate 
outrage. 

Simon Buckmaster rode a Honda 
NS to third with Marco Gentile 
fourth on his spluttering Fior. 

“Its very unfortunate, but it was 
something that had to happen,” said 
World Champion Eddie Lawson. 





“We shouldn't have come here in the 
first place. The track’s not good 
enough.” His sentiments were 
echoed by all except Chili, who said 
on the rostrum: “It’s a disgrace for 
motorcycle racing. If people come 
here and practice, they should race.” 

Earlier, the crowd had been dis- 
appointed to see Loris Reggiani (HB 
Honda) pull out of the 250cc event 
before the start, injured in a practice 
spill; then Luca Cadalora (Marlboro 
Yamaha) crashed out of the race on 
the first lap. 

The remaining race was exciting, 
though, narrowly won by Campsa 
Honda’s defending World Cham- 
pion Sito Pons from Jean-Phillipe 
Ruggia (Gauloises Yamaha) in a 
replay of their Australian duel, with 
Jacques Cornu (Lucky Strike 
Honda) third. Ducados Yamaha’s 
Juan Garriga had been challenging 
for the lead when he was brought 
down by a backmarker. 

Ezio Gianola and his Honda took 
a narrow victory in Saturday’s 125cc 
race from Dutchman Hans Spaan, 
also Honda-mounted, after defend- 
ing champion Jorge Martinez’s 
Derbi had failed yet again. But 
Martinez did win the 80cc race on 
Saturday, the formerly invincible 
Spaniard’s first victory of the season. 
He topped Garbriele Gnani in 
taking the win. 

After the race, feelings were run- 
ning high, with the works riders 
defending their decision to pull out. 
“None of us are scared to race in the 
rain,” said Lawson. ‘It’s just that this 
track is unrideable in the wet.” 

If so, the real question was: “Why 
did you come here in the first place?” 

“We shouldn’t have,” admitted 
Lawson; while former triple cham- 
pion and Lucky Strike team owner 
Kenny Roberts said: “We have to take 
the blame ourselves.” 





But Randy Mamola, along with 
several others, articulated the single 
principle that must sweep all other 
considerations aside. “Safety is the 
most important thing, and in the wet 
this track isn’t safe for racing. Simon 
Buckmaster’s life is just as important 
as mine. Nobody should have raced.” 

The FIM jury met late into the 
night, while angry privateers waited 
for their unusually high prize- 
money payout, and in the end 
imposed a 2000 Swiss Francs fine on 
all the mutineers except for Mamola 
(he was exempt, because he alone had 
formally informed the Clerk of the 
Course of his decision). 

It was a day that stripped away the 
‘veneer of professionalism in racing 
to reveal a bunch of bickering, 
bungling, big-money amateurs - a 
label that fits the governing body as 
well as the riders. 

The repercussions of this shameful 
day in May are far from finished. 


500cc Practice 


The GP regulars’ return to Mis- 
ano, after an absence of more than 
18 months, was not entirely joyful. 
The circuit is short and tight (actu- 
ally, at 2.17 miles, shorter than the 
FIM minimum), patchily resurfaced, 
with a spot where a support for a 
spectator footbridge is uncomforta- 
bly close to the run-off area; there’s 
also an unfortunate placement of pit 
entry and exit roads that put slow 
traffic right on the racing line. 

People are used to these things, 
and to Misano’s reliably slippery 
surface, all the worse in cool early 
summer temperatures — but it was 
a surprise to find that the final bends, 
a tricky double left with a sharply 
reducing radius, followed by a flick 
right, had been recently ground 
down to improve the surface, which 
had instead left it dusty and stony, 
and apparently breaking up. “It’s 
like moon dust,” said Rainey. “You 
get rocked if you are following 
anyone there, and if you get off line 
you scoot across half the track before 
you can get it back;” while Mack- 
enzie actually did fall there, smil- 
ingly and not inaccurately suggest- 
ing: “It’s because I’m leaning it over 
further than anyone else.” 

Mamola also crashed, at another 
place, as did Roche (riding the third 
Cagiva), and a number of other lesser 
lights. But nobody did as good a job 
as Freddie Spencer, whose ill-starred 
comeback was now interrupted by a 
record three crashes. Two were in 
Thursday’s untimed practice, one 
because a faulty clutch suddenly re- 
engaged at speed after a plug chop, 
with the bike in a low gear as Freddie 
sought neutral; the other simply 
because he ran onto the grass, at a 
relatively low speed. The third, on 








Rainey and Roberts agreed that 


the 500cc GP should not be held. 


Friday, was more spectacular: a 
vicious high-sider on cold tires that 
left him stunned, and made it seem 
possible he might elect not to race. 
The fast men went on, regardless 
of his continuing misfortunes. Bus- 
iness as usual, with one significant 
difference: this time Schwantz was 
way ahead from the very start of 
practice, and nobody came close to 
challenging. Indeed, he set his best 
time, the only one inside 1:18 and 
the first 100 mph lap of Misano, in 
the second session, and then, while 
others scrabbled to catch up, the 
Texan had the luxury of being able 
to test tires over a string of contin- 
uous fast laps, with the bike full of 
petrol, to simulate race conditions. 
“I think my advantage is that the 
Suzuki steers so well,” he said. “In 








the fourth session, I was able to string ` 


25 laps together in the low 18s, with 
high 17s when I could get a clear 
run, and there shouldn’t be a prob- 
lem keeping that up over race 
distance.” He had tested here the 
previous Saturday, when he’d estab- 
lished that Michelin’s range of 16- 
inchers was too limited to be of 
practical value yet. 

Rainey led the pursuit at first, then 
Lawson eased into the frame, grad- 
ually looking more dangerous as the 
season matures and his injuries 
recede. His best was also in session 
two, but was more than .7 slower 
than Schwantz, although he said 
later: “I only really had one lap free 
from traffic. The slow riders are real 
bad here.” Maybe so, but the fast ones 
worried him more. “Schwantz and 
Rainey are going to be tough,” he 
said; adding the voice of experience. 
“Tt’s a long race, 36 laps around here. 
Everyone’s gonna have tire trouble 
by the end of it.” But he wasn’t 
prepared to ride around and wait for 
Schwantz to fall off as he did at Jerez, 
and added. “It’s way too early in the 
season to be playing safe. I’ll give 
it 110 percent.” 

Third went to Pier-Francesco 
Chili, on the Pirelli-shod HB 500cc 
Honda, to the delight of the sparse 
practice crowd (most of whom 
seemed to have climbed the fence to 
be inside the paddock). He’d been 
fifth until the last session, when he 
managed to hook on to Schwantz and 
cut almost a second off his previous 
best. He’d been tire testing here 
before, on the continually improving 
Pirellis, “But I never went that fast 
then,” he said. 

This pushed Rainey to fourth, his 
lowest qualifying position of the 
year. He was more worried about his 
bike. “‘We’ve chased that chassis 
round the map, trying to get rid of 
some front-end patter,” he said. 
“We've changed the wheelbase, the 
forks, the suspension - everything.” 
Would he make more changes? “I 
don’t know what else I can do.” 

Last on the front row was Chris- 
tian Sarron, who was happy enough 
to get this race over with and move 





on to his preferred fast tracks. “Tve 
always had my worst results here,” 
he said; “And I’ve never understood 
why. I’ve also had engine trouble in 
practice . . . one seizure and also a 
crankshaft failure.” He was again 
using the Brembo carbon brake, 
which he said improved in feel since 
Spain, where he’d slowed in the race 
with cramp from the increased lever 
pressure. 

He’d managed to push Mackenzie 
down to row two; the Scotsman also 
had an engine seize in practice, a 
continuing Marlboro-Yamaha hug- 
bear. Niall was the last qualifier 
faster than Mamola’s old lap record, 
and the last inside 1:19 seconds. Next 
to him came battered teammate 
Freddie Spencer, who’d only moved Mini Junior Open Expert _ 
up in the closing minutes of the final Mini Intermediate Open Intermediate 
session.

riders caught out by the “one-line” 
nature of the track, where passing 
is very difficult, although typically 
he did not complain about it so 
voraciously as the American riders. 

Michael Doohan completed row 
two, looking smooth on the Honda 
and digging into his learning year 
without the expectation of such good 
results as he had at the first two races. 
“J just want to finish this one and 
get some points,” he said. His 
injured hand looked a lot better, but 
was still trembling when he tried to 
straighten his fingers. “Luckily I 
don’t have to when I’m holding the 
handlebar,” he said. 

Row three was led by GP debu- 
tante Fred Merkel, World Superbike 
Champion, on a 1988 NSR Honda 
in HG-Gallina colours. “Roberto 
(Gallina) and I seem to have different 
ideas on how to set up a bike,” he 
said. “After his adjustments, I’m 
going slower now than when I 
started testing here.” 

Randy Mamola was alongside, his 
“home GP” on the Cagiva not 
bringing him any improving for- 
tunes, and leaving him unwilling to 
talk to anyone after his bruising 
third-session crash. Cagiva crew 
chief George Vukmanovich admitted 
that the team had switched back to 
the original chassis after the new one 
used at Jerez had proven worse still. 
“At least we're learning,” he said. 

Next to Randy, returnee Rob 
McElnea gradually improved 
through practice, delighted to be 
back at the GPs, and finding the 1988 
Cabin Honda a different proposition 
from the Yamahas and Suzukis he 
had ridden before. “Its just raw 
power,” he said. “Now I understand 
Gardner’s antics on it. The bike 
doesn’t want to turn into the bends, 
then you have to be really careful 
feeding the power in on the exit.” 
He started using Bubba’s suspension 
settings, but “we kept putting in 
heavier springs. Now, I think we’re 
using one we took off the truck,” he 
quipped. 

A slowly improving Dominique 
Sarron was next, ahead of Tadahiko 
Taira replacement Norihiko 
Fujiwara. 

Row four was led by crasher 
Alessandro Valesi, then Cagiva part- 
timer Massimo Broccoli, top Honda 
triple rider Simon Buckmaster and 
Raymond Roche, having a rare 
Cagiva outing, and another to crash. 


500 Grand Prix 


The race was already late when the 
riders came in from the sighting lap 
amid spots of rain, and was delayed 
still further as mechanics frantically 
swapped tires and in some cases 
replaced carbon brake discs with cast 


iron.

Meantime, the riders took matters 
into their own hands. Led (albeit 
informally) by Lawson and Mamola, 
they withdrew from the track, saying 
they would be back in an hour to 
see what conditions were like. 

The other riders were on slicks, but 
Mamola had run the sighting lap on 
wet tires, and reported that the 
surface, already unpredictable in the 
dry, was so treacherous in the wet 
that he could barely lean a few inches 
from the vertical. 

The organizers tried various ploys, 
including showing the three-minute 
board, while the crowd booed and 
slow-clapped and a small core of 
privateers took their places on the 
grid - but there was clearly not much 
chance of arace with no works riders, 
and all were forced to await their 
pleasure. 

When they did return, they ran a 
warm-up lap, after which all but a 
handful of privateers pulled straight 
into the pits, as pre-arranged by 
Lawson, Mamola, Schwantz, Mack- 
enzie, McEInea and others. 

This signalled a fresh round of 
baying from the crowd, but the riders 
said that the circuit was still wet, and 
was still unrideable. 

Another 15 minutes passed, and 
Lawson, Sito Pons and IRTA’s Mike 
Trimby set off for a course inspection 
by car. They passed the track fit to 
race, and one-and-a-half hours late, 
the field finally lined up. By now, 
the remaining patches of blue sky 
were gone, and thunder was 
rumbling. 

Chili gota flier from the front row, 
chased by Schwantz, Haslam, Rainey 
and Sarron. By the end of the first 
lap, Sarron was in front from 
Schwantz, with Chili third, Rainey 
fourth, and Mamola fifth. 

Next time down the straight 
Schwantz and Rainey piled past him. 

At the end of lap two, it was 
Rainey, Sarron, Schwantz and Mam- 
ola with Mackenzie and Spencer 
disputing fourth and Chili dropping 
back into the clutches of Doohan, 
Haslam, Lawson and McEInea in the 
tight pursuit pack. 

Schwantz led lap three; Rainey lap 
four, with Schwantz and Sarron in 
tow and already opening up a gap 
on Mackenzie, Mamola and Spencer, 
who were in turn fractionally ahead 
of Lawson, Doohan and Haslam. 
There was obviously plenty of 
reshuffling left, and a good race in 
store . . . but it barely lasted another 
lap before the rain began again, and 
the riders all spontaneously slowed. 
Almost simultaneously, the organiz- 
ers put out the red flags. 

The restart was scheduled 15 








minutes later to allow the fitment of 
wet tires, but before five of them had 
gone the works riders had decided 
that they would not risk their lives 
on a circuit that is dangerously 
unpredictable and terminally 
slippery 

Thirteen riders lined up on the 
grid — among them HB teamsters 
Chili and Fred Merkel, although the 
latter had completed only two laps 
of the first leg before pitting with 
clutch trouble. “Td have ridden 
anyway just for the practice,” he said; 
but instead pulled into the pits after 
the warm-up, blaming a stuck power 
valve. 

The race, such as it was, saw 
Vittorio Scatola (Suzuki) lead into 
the first bend, and fall straight off; 
then Gentile take up the running. 
By lap two, Chili was in the lead, 
and though he was pressed hard by 
Rudroff throughout, and found 
himself behind the Honda privateer 
once or twice, the second leg was his 
by two seconds. 

Rudroff might have been closer 
but for a major slide two laps from 
the end; and on amalgamated times 
Buckmaster, third in the second leg, 
was awarded second place by .3 of 
a second. 

Gentile was fourth, his Fior 
sounding as sick as a dog for most 
of the race; with Austrian. Josef 
Doppler (Honda) fifth, German 
Alois Meyer sixth. 

Only 10 people were classified as 
finishers in this traversty of a race. 
The fastest lap went to Lawson, a 
new record. 

Afterwards, Lawson chaired a 
press conference, along with Sarron, 
Haslam, Schwantz, Mamola and 
Doohan. “Do we need a tragedy 
before we stop the race?” he replied 
angrily to questions. 

Mamola said: “I was under a lot 
of pressure to race from Cagiva, but 
in the end people’s lives are worth 
more.” 


250 Practice 

Rather surprisingly, there were 
less practice crashes in the highly- 
competitive 250cc class, in spite of 
42 entrants going for 36 places. 
Among those to tumble were one- 
time Misano winner Fausto Ricci 
(Aprilia), who broke his collar-bone, 
and Loris Reggiani (HB Honda), in 
the last lap of the last practice 
session, breaking two toes. 

It was yet more justification for the 
nickname Luckless Loris, for the 
Italian hero’s revival had been 
continuing apace, and he led practice 
early on, ending up fifth-fastest, on 
the front row of the grid... but a

dubious starter. Last time they raced 
at Misano, he gave the Aprilia it’s 
first and only GP win. 

This is an unusual track, suiting 
some people, yet consigning other 
usually fast men to the lower orders 
(like Garriga, on row three). It’s also 
a place where some can display 
breath-taking skill - most especially 
Reggiani, producing smooth two- 
wheel drifts out of the last bend after 
braking into it with the bike still 
leant hard over. It may be no coin- 
cidence, however, that this was where 
he crashed. 

It was no surprise that the other 
Yamahas were fighting out the top 
places; nor that Cadalora ended up 
.] ahead of Ruggia, with a time that 
would have put him on row three 
of the 500 grid. 

The real surprise was that Martin 
Wimmer’s private Aprilia V-twin 
was in between the two, in second 
place, a time he set in a hectic final 
session, running more than a second 
faster than his previous best. In fact, 
the German former works Yamaha 
rider would have been on pole but 
for a late effort by Cadalora. 

“I was not even using my best 
bike,” said Wimmer. “My other one 
has a new rear suspension unit that 
may make it even faster. We’ve been 
gradually sorting out the Aprilia, 
and I’ve had some help here from 
my friends at Michelin,” he added. 
“The only problem is that it takes 
me time to work up to that speed. 
In the race there isn’t any time.” 

Cadalora’s late improvement came 
from a last-minute carburetor adjust- 
ment that improved acceleration. 
His main concern was tire wear in 
the race. “It'll be possible to go that 
fast early in the race, but in the 
second half we’ll have to slow down, 
because this track is very hard on 
tires,” he said. 

Third-placed Ruggia was scrap- 
ing his elbow again at some points, 
and a 10th ahead of Carlos Cardus’s 
top Honda, now using a new and 
harder 17-inch rear Dunlop. Reggi- 


ani was alongside, if he was passed ' 


fit by the doctor. 

Sito Pons led row two, as usual 
scorning practice heroics. Or per- 
haps not - perhaps he really had 
given his best, for he is not a fan 
of the Santamonica circuit. “I never 
do well here, but I’ve ended up in 
my usual practice position, and I 
believe I can be in the top three,” 
he said. 

Two more Hondas were on the 
second row — Reinhold Roth and 
Jacques Cornu, with Didier de 
Radigues between them in eighth on 
the works Aprilia. There is little love 
lost between the full works team and 
Wimmer’s factory-supported effort, 
and the relationship got even worse 








here, although there was less than 
a full second’s difference. 

Cornu, fastest in morning warm- 
up on race day, was also using the 
new 17-inch rear Dunlop, and 
blamed the previous version for his 
crash at Jerez. 

Garriga led row three, and was 
troubled by the return of his “head 
problems” that had given him a slow 
start to the season. Alongside, Mar- 
cellino Lucchi’s private Aprilia; the 
erratic but hard-charging Helmut 
Bradl’s NSR; Renzo Colleoni on 
another private Aprilia, then Alberto 
Puig on the top TZ Yamaha. 

Shimizu led row four, worst of the 
works Hondas, narrowly ahead of 
Ivan Palazzese’s second works Apri- 
lia. Virginio Ferrari (Gazzaniga- 
Honda) again failed to qualify. 


250 Grand Prix 


At least the enthusiastic crowd did 
see one decent race — although the 
absence of Reggiani was a blow to 
his legion of fans. Ruggia was also- 
a doubtful starter, after breaking a 
toe in a collision with Cardus in the 
morning warm-up session for which 
each blamed the other. But he made 
it to the line, as did Cardus, although 
somewhat knocked about. 

Wimmer led from the start, with 
de Radigues in a short-lived second, 
Ruggia and Pons in hot pursuit. By 
the time they reached the final bend, 
Ruggia was in front, then Wimmer, 
de Radigues, Pons, Cardus, Shimizu 
and Cadalora. But Cadalora was not’ 
distined to complete the lap, crash- 
ing amid the groans of the grand- 
stand crowds. 

Ruggia seemed set for a breaka- 
way, but it was not to be; Cardus, 
with Pons in pursuit, had caught 
him by lap five, and had taken the 
lead seventh time around. This trio 
remained glued together, mainly in 
that order, while behind them Cornu 
and Roth were delayed in making 
their way past Wimmer. 

By lap 11, Cornu had caught the 
leading trio; meanwhile Garriga, 
10th after the start, had fought 
through hard and fast. His arrival 
in sixth on lap nine inspired Roth 
to greater efforts, and the pair of 
them also closed up on the leaders. 

Thus by half distance there were 
six bikes only inches apart up front; 
although Roth could hold Garriga 
back no longer by lap 17, and once 
overtaken the German lost touch. 

Now Garriga was picking his way 
through, past Cornu on lap 19, then 
up into third on lap 20 after a minor 
reshuffle saw Pons take the lead for 
the first time, with Ruggia second, 
Cardus now fourth, then Cornu. 

The complexion of the race 
changed now as Pons upped the 
pace, and only Ruggia and Garriga 











were able to go with him. Then on 
lap 25, there were suddenly only two 
- Garriga had been punted off by 
Fabio Barchitta (Aprilia) as they 
were lapping him, at the same bend 
where Cadalora crashed. 

“I was angry,” said the Spaniard; 
“But there was something to be 
pleased about . . . for the first time 
all year I felt as though I was in a 
position to win a race.” He also 
recorded fastest lap - a new record. 

Small consolation, as Pons and 

_ Ruggia were left to another interest- 
ing tactical battle - the scheming 
Spaniard against the impetuous 
Frenchman - not unlike a repeat of 
the Australian GP, except that this 
time Pons was manuevering from in 
front. 

“I knew he would attack me at the 
last bend, because he was faster than 
me there,” the Spaniard said. “So I 
used a different line. Then in the last 
lap I used my favoured line again 
to hold him off.” 

The plan worked, and Pons scored 
his win of the year by less than two 
tenths of a second. Cornu was third, 
Cardus fourth and Roth fifth. 

Behind this battle, Aprilia privat- 
eer Lucchi was excelling himself at 
home, succeeding to ninth when de 
Radigues had coasted to a stop, then 
remorselessly closing the gap on the 
fading Wimmer to get by on lap 22. 
He finished an excellent sixth. 

In the process, he had outpaced 
Palazzese and Renzo Colleoni (Apri- 
lia); but they too caught and passed 
Wimmer, to finish seventh and 
eighth. 

Wimmer was ninth, then came 
Helmut Bradl (HB Honda), who had 
battled his way up from a poor start, 
leaving Shimizu a lonely 11th. e

Plessinger edges Lojak 





in Hookstown victory

HOOKSTOWN, PA, MAY 14 

Kawasaki-mounted Scott Plessinger and 
Yamaha YZ250WR pilot Ed Lojak spent the 
entire Hookstown National Hare Scrambles 
battling back and forth, with Plessinger 








taking advantage of a late-race 
pit stop by Lojak to claim his 
second overall win of the 
series. Yamaha YZ125 rider 


Jeff Russell stormed to third overall 
for the 125cc class win, while Ohio’s 
Kevin Brown and Pennsylvania’s 
Mike Toole rounded out the top five. 

Although the weather for today’s 
race was ideal, heavy rains prior to 
the event left certain sections of the 
Tom Meyers’ Beaver Valley Raceway 
course a muddy mess, but Plessinger 
prevailed and finished just a few 
seconds ahead of the former National 
Hare Scrambles Champion, Lojak. 

There was plenty of action 
throughout the day, and it all started 
when Lojak took the early lead. 
Unfortunately for Lojak, though, 
the Yamaha pilot crashed during the 
third lap, injuring his knee. 

“I hit a tree and hurt my right 
knee,” said Lojak. “I just laid there; 
I was in so much pain, I was yelling 
and rolling around. Scott (Plessin- 
ger) stopped and asked if I was 
alright. He thought I needed an 
ambulance. But the pain went away 
and I started my bike.” 

Lojak’s never-say-die determina- 
tion paid off as he reeled-in the new 
leader, Plessinger. The two riders 





swapped the lead position back and 
forth until Lojak finally took sole 
command of the lead while Plessin- 
ger closely trailed in second. 

After completing the second-to- 
last lap, Lojak decided to take on fuel 
and make a pit stop, while Plessinger 
elected not to pit. 

Lojak wasn’t sure if he could’ve 
made it one more lap without 
stopping. 

“I don’t know if I would’ve made 
it — we were debating,” said Lojak. 
“There’s so much wheelspin out 
there it would’ve been tight.” 

Once again, Plessinger found 
himself in the lead with Lojak on 
the move. At this point, it was all 
a matter of time as Lojak slowly 
chipped away at Plessinger’s lead. 

“When he gassed,” said Plessin- 
ger, “I must’ve gained about 15 
seconds on him. He came up and 
caught me; passed me, and then I 
passed him back. Then he got stuck 
somewhere and I never saw him 
again.” 

“I ran into a lapped rider and the 
bike fell over,” said Lojak. 

However, Lojak wasn’t far behind 
Plessinger as the two racers closed 
in on the checkered flag, but it was 
apparent that Lojak was running out 
of time. The Kawasaki pilot crossed 





the finish line only a few seconds 
ahead of the hard-charging Lojak for 
the win. Russell finished a little ways 
back in third . 

One of the more interesting stories 
of the day happened to Honda- 
mounted Brown. He was in conten- 
tion for a top position before the 
draw string in his boot broke, 
causing the whole boot to come 
loose. In a muddy section of the 
course, Brown put his foot down and 
the boot stuck in the mud with his 
foot slipping out of the boot. He 
eventually had to make an unsche- 
duled pit stop for a new boot, but 
he again had to stop later when the 
new boot was digging into his leg. 

“T felt like it was cutting my leg 
off,” said Brown. 

He stopped again for another boot 
and was able to finish the race. 
Brown finished fourth overall. 

Toole, riding in the 250cc A class, 
rode a strong race finishing fifth 
overall and fourth in class, while 
Stan Lojak battled with Russell and 
Craig Jones, before settling into 
sixth overall and second in class. 

Tim Shephard, from Ohio, fin- 
ished first in the Open A division 
and claimed seventh overall. She- 
phard finished the day dicing with 
four-stroke rider Scott Summers, but 
Shephard moved through the moto- 
cross sections of the track with ease 
making time on the big jumps. 

“I had a bad start — the first lap 
was tough,” said Shephard. 

Summers was a steady threat 
throughout the day, but the weight 
of his big 600cc Honda four-stroke 
slowed him down when the bike 
packed with mud. 

“I wore myself out just keeping 
it up for the first few laps — I was 
getting so tired,” said Summers. 
“The bike is so heavy and holds so 
much mud. You lean it over just a 
little bit and it’s all you can do to 
keep it up, let alone get around the 
track.”’ 

Former National Hare Scrambles 
Champion, KTM’s Mark Hyde 
rolled over the finish line in ninth. 
Hyde, from Columbus, Ohio, was an 
early race lead contender before 
crashing on his side and hurting his 
ribs. 

Rounding out the top 10 was 
Pennsylvania’s Duane Conner. 
Conner was running third in the 
250cc class before getting a flat tire 
on the last lap forcing him to pit. 

Kawasaki’s Jeff Fredette topped 
the 200cc class in 12th overall. 

Suffering from a cold, Fredette 
said, “I got run over in the first 
corner and I just didn’t have the 
strength to hold on today.”’ e

Team Green’s Larry Roeseler bested 381 A 
and B class guns to capture his third straight 
win at the 19th Annual Virginia City Grand 
Prix. Honda riders Eric McKenna and Duke 


Dowell placed second and 
third in the AMA District 36 
event, while Bill Grossi rode 
his ATK mount to fourth 
overall, finishing one position ahead 
of the KTM ridden by Matt Cullins. 

The Western States Racing Asso- 


ciation hosted the A and B class 
entries on Saturday, and then hosted 
another 359 C class riders today, 
completing a full weekend of racing 
in Nevada’s historic Virginia City. 
When the riders were not racing or 
spectating, they were enjoying the 
“Old West” architecture and decor

of the shops, restaurants, museums, 
casinos and saloons along Main 
Street. After visiting town, racers 
could walk just two blocks back to 
the pits and race on some of the city 
streets at the edge of town. 

The first race started under cloudy 
skies on Saturday. After pre-race 
commentary from Bob ‘‘Moto 
Mouth” Cavakis, 10 racers sped 
down the city pavement every 15 
seconds until all riders were under 
way. All finishers raced four and one- 
half hours. The results are unofficial 
because the Western States Racing 
Association needs to adjust the finish 
time for each rider so that the race 
time reflects the rider’s starting time. 

Dowell and Greg Searle started on 
the first row and began dicing away 
from the pack. 

“T took a different line down in 
the creek, and he got ahead of me,” 
said Dowell. “He slowly started 
pulling away from me, keeping up 
a pretty good pace.” 

Searle kept up the pace and held 
the overall lead for three laps while 
Roeseler, McKenna, Jim Holley, and 
Suzuki pilot Ron Naylor charged 
from behind. 








The 23-mile course left the pave- 
ment in town and wound around the 
hills near Virginia City. The riders 
were treated to a combination of fire 
roads, rocks, a single-file canyon 
trail, rocks, some challenging 
uphills, rocks, some challenging 
downhills, rocks, and a fun ridge- 
top trail. As if the variety of terrain 
was not enough, the riders were also 
treated to rain, hail and sunshine. 

After passing more than 250 riders 
on lap one, it was clear that Roeseler 
had taken the early elapsed time lead. 
Holley, McKenna, Grossi, Cullins 
and Naylor were on the gas, but it 
was hard to tell who was officially 
ahead of whom. By the end of lap 
two, Searle led Dowell, McKenna 
had passed Holley for third, Roeseler 
was about to pass Cullins for sixth, 
and Naylor was 18th overall, having 
passed more than 310 riders. 

But, lap two was the beginning of 
the end for many riders. Holley had 
already picked up one flat and retired 
one lap later with a second flat and 
a broken rear master cylinder. Naylor 
worked up to fifth overall by the end 
of lap three, but retired later due to 
problems caused by a flat tire.

who had just recovered from a 
broken neck, finished lap four in 
second behind Roeseler, but bailed 
and injured his shoulder. Roeseler 
passed Dowell and Searle on lap four 
and held the lead position to the 
checkers. The Team Green ace, who 
thanked Malcolm Smith, Scott, Pro 
Circuit, Dunlop, Trick Racing Fuel, 
Bel-Ray, Tsubaki, CTi knee brace, 
Acerbis, and NGK for their support, 
was the only rider to complete seven 
laps, a total of 161 miles. 

“They (WSRA) did a really good 
job of mixing the course sections,” 
said Roeseler. “You can’t pass in 
some of the tight canyons; it is single 
file. But, later the course opens up 
and you can get going, again, on 
two-track roads. It was by far the best 
track, and to top if off, the weather 
made it that much better.”’

The 52 competitors (27 Modern class bikes 
and 25 British bikes) were given the oppor- 
tunity to ride some of the most beautiful and 
challenging Vintage Trials terrain in the 
eastern United States. 

The Ohio Valley BSA Owners Club laid 
out 11 split line challenging sections, con- 
nected by a two mile loop that looked like 
an advertisement from a travel brochure for 
trials riders. 

Day one began with formal opening 
ceremonies and the riders started in groups 
of four on succeeding sections and the 
competition began in earnest. 

Jerry Young, on his Triumph Cub, con- 
tinued his absolute domination of the 
Lightweight Expert class and rode the Modern 
Expert section lines to create more of a 
challenge for himself. 

Craig Klech, on a BSA B44, and Bill 
Galloway, on a Greeves, rode the conventional 
Lightweight Expert lines and were chal- 
lengers to Jerry throughout the day on points 
lost. 

The Lightweight Intermediate class was a 
raging battle between Kevin Hillard, ona BSA 
C15, Warren Kleis, on a Triumph Cub, and 
Brad Eaton, on a BSA B44. These riders are 
pretty evenly matched in both bike and rider 
combination and are a definte spectator draw 
for the balance of the series. _ 

Modern Experts is becoming the personal 
stomping ground of Dave and Jason Mankey 
(a father and son combination) that manage 
to effortlessly combine both modern and 
traditional trials riding techniques into a 
smooth, technically perfect vintage trials 
riding style. 

The seasoned maturity of Dave Mankey is 
offset by the sheer exuberance of Jason 
Mankey in each section and the two of them 
are a rolling spectator show by themselves. 

The youngest rider in the event was Jason 
Vansickle, on a Yamaha TY80, and at 11 years 
old, Vansickle can compete effectively against 
riders in the Intermediate ranks. 

Day two began with no dropouts in any 
of the leaderboard riders and the 11 sections 
were to be ridden twice. 

The rider standings in each class remained 
basically the same as the day one results. 

Special commendation is in order for the 
Ohio Valley BSA Owner's Club both for their 
pioneering efforts in Vintage Trials and 
specifically for their professional standards in 
the organization of the Toronto, Ohio 
National.

Canada tops U.S. 
in Shannonville 
Match Races

SHANNONVILLE, ONT, CAN, 
MAY 13-14 

The Canadian home team 
outscored the American vis- 
itors, 313 to 201, to win the 
North American Match Races 


held at Shannonville Motorsport 
Park. 

The five-lap heat races were held 
on a cold and drizzly Saturday, with 
American 250cc Captain Richard 
Oliver on a Randy Mamola Yamaha 
leading his team against RACE 
National 250cc Champion Jon Corn- 
well on a Team Ciampini Honda. 
Canadian 250cc GP newcomer 
Miguel DuHamel took the lead on 
the first lap with his ex-Oliver 
Lassak Yamaha, and set a blistering 
pace with Oliver on his rear tire for 
the first few laps. On the second lap, 
Oliver tried to outbrake DuHamel 
coming into the right-hander at the 
end of the long back straight, but 
the damp track was unforgiving and 
he went down uninjured. DuHamel 
took the flag by eight seconds over 
Cornwell and teammate Steve Crev- 
ier, while Oliver’s teammate Al 
Salaverria would take the fourth and 
final spot on the front line of the 
starting grid. 

The racing line had dried up 
considerably by the time the Super- 
bikes took to the track for their heat 
race. The home track advantage was 
underscored when former Canadian 
Champion Michel Mercier led fellow 
Canadians Rueben McMurter, Gary 
Goodfellow, and DuHamel in a 
Suzuki-Honda-Suzuki freight train 
to sweep the front starting row. A 
Yamaha-equipped Crevier squeeked 
into fifth after a race-long battle with

a borrowed Team Ciampini- 
Yoshimura Suzuki. 

In the first 250cc leg, DuHamel 
made the best of his pole position 
and shot into the lead off the line. 
Based on the heat race, Oliver was 
the only real threat to DuHamel, but 
starting at the back of the grid 
effectively eliminated any chance of 
him catching the leader. Although 
there was exceptional dicing 
through the field, all eyes focused on 
the Lassak TZ250 as DuHamel broke 
the overall track lap record of 1:49.23 
(set by McMurter ona Superbike last 
year), shattering it with a time of 


1:47.63 on lap four of 10. Keeping 











up the pace throughout the race, 
DuHamel finished a full 12 seconds 
ahead of Steve Crevier and Team 
USA rider, South African Robbie 
Peterson, both on Aprilias. Peterson 
was followed by American team- 
mates Donnie Greene, Richard 
Moore and Oliver on Yamahas, 
Canadians Cornwell and Honda- 
mounted rookie Darrell Cooney in 
seventh and eighth, and Salaverria 
and Canadian Yamaha rider Doug 
Hnat rounding out the top 10. 

The second leg saw DuHamel log 
consistent 1:48s to take the win with 
a six-second margin and complete a 
perfect weekend in the 250cc class. 
Oliver finished second with a size- 
able lead over Greene who edged out 
Crevier after an amazing battle for 
third. Peterson, Cornwell, Cooney, 
Salaverria, Hnat and American 
Martin Miller took fifth through 
10th. 

In leg one of the Superbike class, 
Don Knit Suzuki racer Gary Good- 
fellow scored a win for the Canadians 
after much speculation regarding his 
recovery from a bad crash at the 
Daytona 200. Mercier had grabbed 
the lead from the pole and stretched 
out from the field, but “Goody” 
broke away from the McMurter- 
Crevier-James-DuHamel battle to 
chase down Mercier on the seventh 
of 10 laps. 

All attention was on the battle for 
third as James began pouring it on 
during the last two laps. After 
blowing by both Crevier and 
McMurter with an amazing outbrak- 
ing move at the end of the back 
straight, James and McMurter traded 
positions throughout the last lap 
with James coming out on top after 
a terrific pass approaching the last 
turn. Crevier was followed by stock 
Suzuki-mounted DuHamel and 
American team members Tom Kipp 
on a Yamaha, Jeff Heino on Suzuki, 
Yamaha-mounted Richard Moore 
and Mark Bougas on a Suzuki filling 
out the top 10. 

The second leg of the Superbike 
race was a first-class barnburner with 
Yoshimura Suzuki racer Jamie 
James developing a whole new 
country full of fans. With the still- 
recuperating Goodfellow sitting out 
due to fatigue, an incredible race- 
long battle between the four remain- 
ing front-runners developed. Mc- 
Murter, Mercier, Crevier and James 
pulled away from the rest of the field 
with DuHamel having the best seat 
in the house a few seconds back in 
fifth. 

No less than eight lead changes 
occurred with the front four shuf- 
fling positions back and forth, and 
on occasion going four deep into a 
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Jamie James (right) and Rueben 
McMurter celebrate their second- 
leg results in the Match races. 


corner. Midway through the last lap, 


a just-passed Mercier lost control and 
high-sided unhurt. This left McMur- 
ter with the lead followed by Crevier 
and James, all three literally inches 
apart. 

James made his move on the back 
straight, drafting Crevier for the pass 
then trying to outbreak McMurter for 
the lead. McMurter shut the door but 
James would not be refused. With 
a packed grandstand on their feet 
cheering him on, James muscled in, 
taking the chicane into the final 
corner side-by-side with McMurter. 
James got ahead for a second, then 
McMurter took it back, but the 
Denham Springs, Louisiana, rider 
pushed past McMurter in the final 
corner and held him off down the 
front straight for the checkered flag.

WERA/Toyota/Dunlop F-USA 
Series: Round 1 


Graves wins first-ever 
F-USA National at 
Willow Springs

ROSAMOND, CA, MAY 7 

Fifth Avenue Seltzer’s Chuck 
Graves fizzled the competition 
at Willow Springs Interna- 
tional Raceway to win the 
inaugural WERA/Toyota/Dunlop 
Formula USA National. 

Graves, riding a big-bore Suzuki 
GSXR1100 built by Greg Lundy and 
John Mangan, led the 12-lap sprint 
race from start to finish, topping 
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fellow southern Californian Barry 
Burke and South Carolina’s Kurt 
Hall on a pair of potent Yamahas. 

Right from the start it was obvious 
that this was going to be a hotly- 
contested race as quality riders came 
from all over the country to compete 
in this national event. As the flag 
dropped the racers sped away, each 
vying for the lead. At least eight 
riders had their minds set on the first 
position and they ran tight through 
the first few turns. Going into turns 
three and four it was still anyone’s 
game. Unfortunately, turn five saw 
the demise of two of the fastest riders 
as Georgian Paul Bray and southern 
Californian Doug Toland, both 
riding Suzuki GSXR1100s, went 
down. The race was red-flagged, and 
both bikes were too badly damaged 
to make the restart. Toland suffered 
broken bones in his foot, but Bray 
was not seriously hurt. 

Graves holeshot the restart, lead- 
ing Hall on his Dave Zupan-tuned 
Human. Race Team FZR1000 endu- 
rance bike and Burke on his Jim 
Leonard-prepped FZR750 Super- 
bike. Graves had his work cut out 
for him as Hall and Burke stayed 
with him throughout the course of 
the race, but did, at times, seem to 
be holding something in reserve. “I 
was holding back because there was 
a problem with the motor,” said 
Graves. “We were running 80 per- 
cent. If we needed to go faster we 
could have.” Grayes is additionally 
sponsored by Dunlop, Kerker, 
Suzuki of Van Nuys, Fox, Shoei, 
West Valley Engine Balancing and 
StarCycle. 

With Graves comfortably in con- 
trol of the race, the fight for second 
was on. Burke tucked into Hall’s 
draft coming out of turn nine and 
tried pulling around him on the 
straightaway, but just didn’t have the 
horsepower. As in previous F-USA 
races at Willow Springs, Burke had 
a disadvantage riding against the 
bigger bikes, though he did well in 
the corners. Going up the hill into 
turn three, Burke rushed up on Hall, 
passed him and started closing on 
Graves on the back straight. 

Quite a distance back from the 
leaders were local riders Curtis 
Adams on a GSXR1100 and Tommy 
Lynch ona GSXR750, holding down 
the fourth and fifth positions. Adams 
started pulling away from Lynch and 
the gap between fourth and fifth 
widened. Lynch felt a little pressure 
from behind as Bray’s Team Suzuki 
teammate, Georgian Mike Smith, 
also riding a GSXR1100, came 
rushing up behind him and tried to 
pass. Lynch, however, held him off 
and continued his quest to catch 
Adams. 

The gap between Adams and 
Lynch continued to widen even more 
and it seemed impossible for Lynch 
to overtake him. Adams had fourth 
sewn up, while Lynch, on the other 
hand, found Smith once again 
threatening and fought to hold fifth. 

Burke almost caught Graves on the 
back stretch, but bobbled in turn 
nine allowing Graves to pull away 
and Hall to close in. 

On the last lap the action had not 
ceased as Graves, Burke and Hall 
continued battling it out. Coming 
down the front straight for the last 
time, Burke got in Graves’ draft and 
gave it one last shot. But Graves’ 
Suzuki's power advantage proved too 
much for Burke’s smaller Yamaha 
and Graves crossed the finish line 
first. 

“He was blocking me in the 
corners,” said Burke about the 
winner. “Chuck and I have fun 
riding together — I’m not going to 
try and run him off. He rode a real 
good race. He had more motor than 
I did and he used the straightaway

speed to his advantage.” Burke is 
sponsored by Kerker, ICRT 
Michelin, Fox, Barnett, Dyno-Jet, 
Spectro, Yamaha, Arai, Z, Motors- 
ports, Dr. John’s, HTS, and Steve 
Costas. 

Hall had this to say: “It was a 
good, clean race. Chuck and Barry 
rode real well. My Yamaha worked 
great even though we raced it (and 
won) in the six-hour endurance race 
yesterday.” Hall is sponsored by Fox, 
Metzeler, Arai, Klotz and Megacycle.

Race Fuel/Smith Goggles/Downhill Suspen- 
sion/1000 Oaks Yamaha/PSI Pipes- 
sponsored Thomas cruised in for the win. 
Smith was able to remount his bike and 
maneuver it through the remainder of the 
course tor a strong second-place finish. 
Derrick Paiement took the third spot followed 
by Chris Crandall, both of them aboard 
Kawasakis. 

Thomas and Smith provided Sunday's 
Open race with another exciting bout of 
racing. The duo pushed themselves to the 
limit from the start and quickly separated 
from the rest of the field. Thomas grabbed 
the lead at the start with Smith in hot pursuit.

petition for women, men will 
compete in all regular classes, 
both Amateur and Pro.

Kern County (California) Supervisor 
Roy Ashburn recently met with 
Secretary of the Interior Manuel 
Lujan in Washington, D.C. Ashburn 
is predicting that the Secretary will 
oppose Senator Alan Cranston’s 
Desert Wilderness Bill, S11.

Suzuki 
race team manager Pat Alexander 
said that he will present the 
proposal on behalf of Suzuki 
Country to the AMA for approval 
if the project works, although it 
is uncertain if any of the Suzuki 
factory riders would compete on 
kitted machines. Suzuki hasn't 
produced an Open class bike in 
several years, and Alexander said, 
“Our guys (management) haven't 
wanted to get involved in the 
Open class. It will be up to them 
en or not our riders use the 
it.”
